bome an Eagle which he had killed inthe 
Wood : they ſay they are good meat. Alſo 
here are many kinds of excellent Hawkes, 
both Seca Hawkes and Land Hawkes : and my 
(Ufe walking in the Woods with another in 
company, ſprung « Partridge fo bigge that 
t the heauineſſe of his Body could fly 
but a little way : they that have killed them, 
lay are as bigge as our Hens. Here are 
likewiſe —_ of Turkies often killed 
in the Woods, ter than our Engliſh 
Turkics, and meetintc ſweer and fleſhy 
for here” they haue aboundance of feeding all 
the yeere long, as Strawberries, in Summer all 
places are full ofthem, and all manner of Ber- 
ries and 7 re lorro— - eybooye 
feene Flockes of Pi eaten of 
them : they doe fiye from Tree ro Tree as 
other Birds doe, which our Pidgeons will not 
do in Emglend : they are of all _ oory 
are: bur their wings and tayles are er, 
and therefore ” 4 likely chey fly fits ro 
eſcapethe terrivle Hawkes inthis Countrey, 
In Winter timethis Countrey doth abound 
with wilde Geeſe, wild Ducks,and other Sea 
Fowle, that a great part - winter the _— 
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 New-England: Plantation, 
have caten nothing but roaſtmeat of divers 
Fowles which they have killed, 

Thus you have heari! of the Earth, Water 
and Aire of New- England, now it may bee 
you exp*R ſomething to bee ſaid of the Fire 

unable to the reſt of the Elements. 

Indeed I thinke New- England may boaſt of 
this Element more then of all the reft : for 
though it bee hereſomewhat cold in the win- 
ter,yet here we have plenty of Fire to warme 
vs,and that a great deale cheaper thenthey fel 
Billers and Faggots in Zendes : bay all Earqgpe 
re ry to make ſo eqn 
New- b Scruam 15 to 
nw LenelLodmoetinie 
giue more wood for Timber & Fire as good 
as the world yeelds,then many Noble men in 
England can afford todo. Here is good lius 
for thoſe that louc good Fires, And 
New- England have oo Tallow to make Can- 
dles of, yet by the abundance of the Fiſh 
thereof ,it can Oyle for Lampes. Yea 
our Pine-T rees thatace the moſt plentiful of 
all wood, doth allow vs plenty of Candles, 
which are very vicſull in 8 Houſe: and they 
are ſuch as the Indiaus common] 
vic, having oo other, and they are nothing cl 
but the wood of the Pine Tree clouen in rwo 
litle flices fomething thin, which are fo tull 
of the moyſture of Turpentine and Pirch, 
that they burne as cleere as a Torch. I have
